K.A.R. 86-3-19 amendments clarify that a licensee has 
to disclose the interest an immediate family member has 
in a real estate transaction if the family member is the 
party purchasing or leasing real estate in the transaction. 
All of the proposed amendments to this regulation are 
language changes for the purposes of clarity and do not 
make any substantive changes to current policy and will 
therefore have no economic impact.

K.A.R. 86-3-26a amendments clarify that the brokerage 
relationship disclosure required in K.S.A. 58-30,110(c) has 
to be accurate and complete. The statute only addresses 
that this disclosure is included in an agency agreement. 
The Commission feels this addition clarifies legislative 
intent. All of the proposed amendments to this regula-
tion are language changes for the purposes of clarity and 
do not make any substantive changes to current policy 
and will therefore have no economic impact.

K.A.R. 86-3-31 is a new regulation that defines specif-
ic requirements for brokers who supervise a primary or 
branch office. The regulation sets out defined standards 
and mitigating and aggravating factors the Commission 
would consider if they found the broker had failed to su-
pervise their office. Since this regulation simply clarifies 
expectations for adequate supervision by a broker of their 
primary or branch office, it will have no economic impact.

K.A.R. 86-1-2, 86-1-4, 86-2-8 and 86-3-30 are proposed 
for repeal due to outdated or ambiguous language that 
is no longer required. Repealing these regulations will 
have no economic impact.

Summaries of the proposed regulations follow.
K.A.R. 1-2-74 – Administrative leave. This regulation 

defines “administrative leave” and currently restricts the 
use of administrative leave as a reward. The proposed 
amendment would eliminate that restriction, thereby al-
lowing state agencies to provide paid time off as a re-
ward to state employees. 

K.A.R. 1-6-23 – Reemployment. This regulation ad-
dresses the reemployment of state employees following 
a layoff and establishes the Kansas employee preference 
program, which provides eligible employees with a pref-
erence in reemployment with the state. The primary 
amendment to this regulation reduces restrictions on the 
granting of exceptions to the program while other tech-
nical amendments update language regarding perfor-
mance review ratings and correct the statutory citation 
for the state’s veterans’ preference program. 

K.A.R. 1-7-11 – Employees entitled to appeal perfor-
mance reviews. This regulation grants employees the 
right to appeal performance ratings received through the 
state’s performance management process as established 
in K.A.R. 1-7-10. The amendment to this regulation limits 
the performance ratings that can be appealed by eligible 
employees to just ratings of “unsatisfactory” or “needs 
improvement” instead of any rating less than the highest 
rating of “exceptional” which is what is currently allowed. 

K.A.R. 1-9-23 – Shared leave. This regulation establish-
es the State’s shared leave program, whereby eligible state 
employees can receive donations of accrued leave from 
other state employees. The primary amendment to this 
regulation limits the amount of sick leave that an employ-
ee can donate upon retirement to no more than 80 hours. 

K.A.R. 1-14-8 – Computation of layoff scores. This 
regulation provides that layoff scores for state employ-
ees are calculated by multiplying an employee’s average 
performance review rating by the employee’s length of 
service. Amendments to this regulation change the value 
of the length of service component of the formula to be 
expressed in years rather than months, and also change 
the value of three of the performance review ratings as 
well. Other amendments to the regulation change the 
third tiebreaker in cases of identical layoff scores and 
eliminate a subsection establishing values for perfor-
mance reviews conducted prior to the implementation of 
the current performance management process on Octo-
ber 1, 2009.

K.A.R. 1-14-10 – Procedures for bumping and layoff 
conferences. This regulation establishes procedures for 
bumping and conferences with impacted employees 
during the process of a layoff. The primary amendment 

to this regulation allows agencies to prevent an employee 
from being laid off regardless of the employee’s layoff 
score if the loss of the employee’s particular knowledge, 
skills, abilities, certification, licensure or combination 
thereof would substantially impair the agency’s ability 
to perform its essential functions. Language requires that 
any such action must be approved by the director of Per-
sonnel Services.

Temporary Administrative Regulation

Article 23.—VOTER REGISTRATION

7-23-16. Processing voter registration applications 
and provisional ballots when an injunction is issued. 
(a) If a court interpreting the national voter registration 
act issues an injunction requiring that any individual 
who submits a voter registration application at an office 
of the division of vehicles, and who has not had evidence 
of citizenship confirmed pursuant to K.S.A 25-2309(l) 
and amendments thereto, be permitted to vote in elec-
tions for federal offices, that individual shall be permit-
ted to vote for federal offices only. The individual shall 
not be deemed registered to vote for any state or local 
office or on any ballot question until the individual has 
provided sufficient evidence of citizenship or evidence of 
citizenship has been obtained by the secretary of state or 
the relevant county election officer.

(b) Each individual specified in subsection (a) shall cast 
that individual’s votes for federal offices using a provi-
sional ballot that contains all of the offices applicable in 
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the individual’s voting district. The votes on the provi-
sional ballot shall be counted for federal offices only by 
the relevant board of county canvassers. Votes cast for 
other offices or on ballot questions shall not be counted.

(c) This regulation shall be deemed null and void if a 
court subsequently rules that Kansas may require evi-
dence of citizenship pursuant to K.S.A. 25-2309(l), and 
amendments thereto, from each voter registration appli-
cant who applies at an office of the division of vehicles, in 
order for the applicant to be permitted to vote in elections 

for federal offices. (Authorized by K.S.A. 2015 Supp. 25-
2309, as amended by L. 2016, Ch. 82, Sec. 6, and 25-2352 
and K.S.A. 25-2355; implementing K.S.A. 2015 Supp. 25-
